Republican State Chairman Norris 
filed the referendum, according to the.

enduro, was in effect when signed by 
the governor on March 28. It was I 
made the duty of the secretary of ( 
si ti re to pass upon the protest and 
petitions, and. according to Secretary \ 
Cross, either party has the right 
of appeal. 
After referring to the dispensary 
vote last November, which was a ref­ 
erendum by the legislature, the state­ 
ment says: 
'An intelligent people are presumed 
to profit by experience, and I ani 
quite sure that Mr. Norris himself, as 
well as all of his committee, would 
prefer to have the legality of their 
petitions passed u;sin by the supreme 
court before an election is held there­ 
on and large expense incurred. 
If their petitions are sufficient, le­ 
gal in form and properly signed by ! 
a sufficient numiver 
of 
petitioners, 
they are entitled to vote of people, lf * 
they are not legal in form they cer­ 
ia inly want to have question determ­ 
ined 
and correct their error 
be­ 
fore ?he people have been burdened 
with the expense of a campaign and 
an election.

“lf Mr. Norris’ petitions are silt ti-I 
cient the secretary of state and th*- I 
•supreme court will no doubt sustain I 
them. On the other hand, if th**se pe­ 
titions are insuflBcien*:. the secretary 
of state and the supreme court will 
no doubt point out the defects, just 
as the supreme court did in the ref­ 
erendum on the dispensary law last 
year, and thus settle the question one 
way or the other. 
lf they find the petitions to he 
good the governor will refer them to 
the people for a vote. If they find the 
petitions to be bad Mr. Norris' cora- 
mittes will have an opiiortunity tc 
con cor its work by filing such new 
petitions as the law sprovides.”

life. 
Blindness insures an isolation Im­ 
perative for the highest product of 
the hum an intellect. The blind is a 
concentrated essence of attention. Be­ 
cause he is not distracted. Senator 
Gore can perform feats of memory 
that would be im possible to a see­ 
ing man. The blind has also the ad­ 
vantage of being single in intention. 
That is one reason why Mr. Gore 
looks the tariff problem straig h t in 
the heart. He is not wheedled from 
his conviction, nor seduced from his 
faith. 
He is im pregnable, studious, 
and in spite of his blindness, the 
most all-seeing Dem ocrat in the sen­ 
ate.

Taft selected Miss Alice Blech. until i 
a few days ago a clerk in the bureau : 
of American republics. 
She was so j 


self-possessed, Bq_ modest, so business-! 
ike and so. alltogether capable that 
when brought to Mrs. Taft's attention 
•he was promptly chosen. In outlin- 
ing her work In a general way Mm.' 
Taft came to believe that a woman 
who would have to deyote more than] 
two-thirds, p^ ^ier tfjne^ to assisting 
the nation's hostess in "meeting guests 
pouring tea, shopping, walking, drlv- j 
Ing, etc., as well as generally acting 
as chaperon tor the younger members 
of the family, would have but little 
time to devote to the clerical work ol 
the position: Besides, Mrs. Taft had 
said that she never had had a social 
secretary and nevar wanted one.

From all this it must not be In- 


ferred that Miss Blech will have no 
responsibility upon her shoulders. She 
will not take the Initiative In any- 
thing, but she will have a man's worlr 
to do, and will perform 
the 
tasks 


•which were usually divided 
among 


two or three men. 


.Miss Blech must have at her finger! 


tips all ot the necessary references( 
in the way of social registers, diplo- 
matic lists, congressional directories,. 
etc. 
She must study the subject of 


precedence in its most serious phases, 
and sbe must sort the living from the 
dead.
